SACRAMENTO 
Publication of a new series of 
maps detailing the thousands of 
miles of roads and trails and 
millions of acres of recreation 
and resource lands of the 
California desert has been 
announced by Ed _ Hastey, 
California state director for the 
U.S. Bureau of Land 
management. 


He said the first four maps in 
a series of 24 that will cover the 
entire desert have been printed 
and are being distributed on a 
limited basis for review. The 
maps are printed at a scale of 
one-half inch to the mile. 


“Publication of these maps is 
a major step forward for the 
California Desert program, not 
only in off-road vehicle 
management, but in our total 
program of interim critical 
management,” Hastey said. 


“The desert program is based 
on the assumption that an 
informed user of the desert’s 
lands and resources will be a 
responsible user,” Hastey said. 
“Good maps at a large enough 
scale to locate roads, trails, and 
use areas are basic informational 
tools for the desert user.”

When it comes to the 
natural gas shortage, southern 
California is running out of 
time. For six years, the Gas 
Company has been trying to 
obtain the necessary approvals 
for a variety of gas supply 
projects. 

The problem is that it 
takes three to five years to 
build the facilities necessary 
to deliver new gas, after approvals are Rraried. 

If we're delayed unnecessarily from getting natural 
gas from these new sources, we'll be forced to 
curtail service to small businesses and industries 
which can't switch to other fuels, by 1979. 

In southern California, that could mean 
closed businesses and job losses. It will also mean 
unnecessarily higher costs for you. 


It’s the public that is hurt by delay. 


At the very outset, let's emphasize one thing. 
No one has the right to deny appropriate govern- 
mental agencies reasonable time to carry out 
their assigned responsibilities. All of us, however, 
have the right to insist on prompt, efficient, 
nonpartisan governmental action. 

Because while we're waiting for approvals, 
the ultimate cost to the consumer (already higher 
than that from present sources because the gas 
will have to cover greater distances) of each of 
our major gas supply projects is further increased 
due to rising costs.

nation’s vast coal resources, will cost more gas 


than $90 million additional each year it is 


delayed, simply from the 
effects of inflation. 

And our effort to bring 
LNG from Indonesia (3), like 
the other projects, faces:cost 
increases from inflation of 
nearly $100 million for each 
year of delay. 


Other projects, 
other delays? 


We have other supply projects of vital impor- 


tance, too, and delay will be costly in each instance. . 


For another example, we hope to get natural 


gas from the energy-rich North Slope of Alaska (2). 


This is a vital supply of gas for California 
and could be ready for delivery by way of a new 
2,500-mile pipeline system in the early 1980s. But 
here, too, delays could be very costly. 


How the delays happen. 


Our first coal gasification plant in New 
Mexico was crea scheduled to begin service 
this year. 

Because of the.time it is taking to gain over 
100 approvals from 40 different national, state, 
regional and local agencies, it now looks like the 
plant won't be in operation until 1979, atthe — 
earliest. 

In general, delays have been caused by 
regulation and by federal policies which inhibit 
or slow down energy projects, and by the diffi- 
culties of raising money on a massive scale to 
finance those projects. 

And raising money depends on enlightened 
regulatory policies. 

Are these delays heading us into an energy 
crisis? In a nutshell, the answer is yes. But, we 
feel that such a crisis need not happen. 

If we are allowed to move ahead... 
and promptly.

system and-should be piped in 
the near future. 

Bureau of Reclamation 
officials made a final inspection 
and acceptance of the system on 
October 15, 1975. The Bureau 
will close out the loan contract 
on March 1, 1976 and the first 
loan payment will be due from 
the company. on January 1, 
1977. (Our firm will make final 
inspection and acceptance of the 
system when the remaining leaks 
are repaired by the contractor; 
$17,000 has been retained until 
final acceptance). 

The total construction cost 
expended to date is $508,000. 
The Bureau of Reclamation has 
advanced funds in the amount of 
$431,000 for construction costs. 

A supplemental loan 
application is being prepared by 
our firm to obtain additional 
funds for completion of the 
project from Main street and 
Henderson avenue to the end of 
the system. It is expected that 
funds from the supplemental 
loan will be received in two to 
four years. 

Monk also said that some 
2,000 acre feet of water-has now 
become available annually to 
Pioneer users that had formerly 
been lost through open ditch 
evaporation and seepage. 

Owen reported that 
negotiations are now underway 
between the Pioneer Water 
company and the City of 
Porterville concerning use of 
part of the Pioneer pipeline 
system for city storm drains. 

About 60 persons attended 
the stockholders meeting; share 
count and proxy count showed 
that well over a quorum was 
represented.
